At Iho present dny Cooinassle looks 


more like an Inillnn town llian any 
other on the const, and It,!s the pride 
of Us residents thnt socially It la nlso 
Ilka India. Tliere nrc real grass tennis 
courts, a real regimental Land, and, 
before Ux war, there was. 'the best 
polo team In tlio colony. Such It Is 
today, and yet, only twenty years ago, 
the quaint little fort In the center of 
the town was the scene of one of the 
grimmest sieges of Britain's many 
frontier wars. 


Only thb fact that nil eyes were 


turned on South Africa at that time 
prevented the. siege of Coomnssto from 
taking Its proper place la history. But 
we who have experienced the Incon- 
veniences and discomforts of trekking 
"de luxe," and who knows how mucb 
Is needful In this part of the world 
to make life even bearable, can appre- 
ciate somewhat the sufferings bornel 
by the defenders of the fort and the 
agonizing suspense that they endured 
until they henrd the Orel shots of the 
relieving force. 


The chief commissioner of Ashanti 


now lives lu the fort which gave Its 
meager protection to Captain Bishop, 
Lieutenant Ralph and Dr. Hay, with 
their 125 soldiers, during Utose Inter- 
minable weeks. One now has an eve- 
ning gin and bitters on the very spot 
from which those three oll'icers could 
sec the fires of burning villages and 
hear the walling of starving women 
nud children. The Ashantts themselves 
seem to have shot their lust boll In 
the way of "frlghtfulness," however, 
and no longer rank among the bruva 
tribe.? of tho colony. Only one trace 
of the ronmncc of the prcst remains. 
""Where Is, the golden stool of Ash- 
anti? It disappeared In 1SOC and his 
never been seen since. On It the Asli- 
antl chiefs had mil and dispensed their 
own peculiar form of justice from tho 
earliest days and. so far as Is known, 
It Is still concealed In the Innermost 
recesses of their hmd. Rut It would 
be a bmve European who openly at- 
tempted to.track It to Its hiding place, 
and there Is Just a possibility that It 
has been privately sold .during n period 
o£ financial stress. 


Kofe Knrlkari, the King of Ashanti 


In 1873, behaved In aa even more sac- 
rilegious manner. He secretly opened 
the mausoleum of his ancestors and 
robbed their bodies of the golden or- 
naments without which no Ashanti of 
any means Is ever lowered Into the 
tomb.

.was developed by which this color, 
smell and taste are removed. Wood 
alcohol, when purified In this way, 
'ooks, smells and tastes like grain al- 
cohol, and may thus be easily substl-" 
'uted for It by unscrupulous persons.—

AniJIn Poisoning From Hair Dye». 
A case of chronic anllin poisoning, 


manifesting all of the typical symp- 
toms, namely, vertigo, gastritis, dlplo- 
pia, asthenia and exfoliated dermati- 
tis. Is reported by Thompson. The 
cause of the poisoning was a French 
hair dye called "Goute Agouti." The 
type of anilln was parnphenopbendla- 
mln, 2 per cent; hydrogen peroxide, 
70 per cent, and alcohol, 28 per cent. 
Thompson points out that the menace 
of anilln hair dyes has not yet suffi- 
ciently been emphasized to be appre- 
ciated generally by the medical pro- 
fession. The fact that personal sus- 
ceptibility varies as ranch as In the 
case of poisoning, for example, from 
Rhus toxlcodendron, only makes it 
more difficult always to recognize such 
rases.

EXPLORE RED RIVER VALLEY 


Scientific Expedition to Make Search 


for the Bones of Reptiles of 


Prehistoric Era. 


I -—• 


Another expedition in look for tha 


bones of greai |ihelilstorle reptiles In ', 
the Ited Hiver valley of Allwrta Is 
on Its way. This time It Is under the 
direction of Dr. \V. A. Parks of the 
University of Toronto, and the Royal: 
Ontario museum. 
For a number -ot 


yenrs these expeditions have been an" 
annual summer 
journey 
for three 


months. 


Two years.ago the almost perfect 


specimen of the krltosaurus incurvl- 
mnnus, which has Just been finally 
chipped free from the rock and pre- 
sented to the museum, was found, 
making a distinct addition to the rec- 
ords of science, and giving to Toronto 
the only specimen of this species yet 
discovered. 
Three Incomplete, skele- 


tons of the krltosaurus and a great 
horned head of a bronlosaurus, 4 feet 
0 Inches In length, n-erc found by the 
professor, but have not yet been carved 
from the rock. It Is the hope, of Prof. 
Parks to collect ultimately for tho 
Royal Ontario museum one of the fin- 
est exhibits of dinosaurs In existence. 


The locality and tho method 
ot 


finding the specimens nre described: 
by Prof. Parks. "The river cut right 
through the flat prairie to a depth of' 
400 feet, forming a whole lot of brok- 
en buttcs, and It Is among these that- 
the bones are discovered. One of tha- 
difficulties 
In 
obtaining 
complete 


specimens Is that the bones cannot be 
obtained until they are partly oxposed 
by the action of 
natural 
derodlng 


causes. 
Sometimes you nre 
disap- 


pointed then, for after exploring you 
nmy find only a single bone. You dig. 
down as close as you can and pack 
the rock In plaster pnrls for ship- 
ment." 


The Red River valley 3,000,000 years 


ago wns near the coast of a great In- 
land sea that stretched from the Oulf. 
of -Mexico to the Arctic ocean. "Tho 
sand 
along the shallow, brackish 


shores of this great body of water 
formed a splendid preservative for 
those huge reptiles which Inhabited 
the world at that time. Our krltosaur- 
us wns found In what we call the Bell 
formation of the upper Crctacean sys- 
tem," explained I'rof. Parks. 


Hats Worth Small Fortunes. 


Hats were designed primarily by 


tho ancient peoples for protection, 
and through the evolution of the cen- 
turies new generations have failed to 
Improve upon the ancient types that 
exist In various climates to prevent 
exposure either to extreme heat or 
cold. The sub-arctic people from tha 
frozen tundras wear a snugly-fitting 
bonnet with eaflnps. 
In India tha 


turban Is worn to protect the head 
agntnst excessive heat, says Asia Mag- 
azine. These turbans are made from 
cloth, 20 to 40 feet long, and wound 
about the head In endless variety, ac- 
cording to rank and taste. The na- 
tives of the Philippines and the South- 
Sen Islands wear large sun hats, usu- 
ally made of palm leaves. In China, 
In addition to tho large, peaked coolie 
tint, one finds n lint which Is emblem- 
atic of rank. 
The sodal position 


of a Mnnchu woman can always ba 
determined by the ornaments on her 
bonnet, often consisting of precious 
Jewels. Some of these hats cost aa 
much ns $10,000. In various climates 
and countries natives utilize orna- 
mentations they secure from birds and 
game to make their hats attractive. 


Old Japan Disappearing.

adopting not only western customs and 
manners, but western architecture, as 
well, but the traveler, who wishes to 
see anything Japanese must get out 
of the dlles and off the beaten trade.

A gentle- 
man in evening dress Is followed by 
another who wears a frock coat and 
bowler hnt, and by still another robed 
in native haori and hnknma, canopied 
by a top hat, and sporting an expen- 
sive cane or umbrella. Behind these 
strolls along a man In overalls, fol- 
lowed by one In a yt!t more mongrel 
costume—a solt of white cotton un- 
derwear, over which Is a cotton kimono- 
and no shirt 
All this Is Immensely 


comical, but the Japanese take It as 
a mutter of course. 
The Japanese 


women, however, are free from these 
Eurasian Indiscretions In dress and 
habit, preserving as yet their graceful 
native costumes.

Imagine in this country, if to get a 


shipment of goods from New York to 
Chicago, you had to unload the goods 
nt every slate boundary, because the 
ETOvernment of that state would not 
allow its locomotives and cars to cross 
the state line! How could any busi- 
ness be done? 


Mosl of the factories in Eastern 


and Central Europe are shut down, 
because they have lost their custom- 
ers. If not, conditions src so uncer- 
tain that manufacturers do not dare 
go ahead and make up nny goods. 
And in many cases they have lost the 
capital with which they could do it. 
With people in idleness, destitution 
prevails. 


This condition of prostration must 


niTect the prosperity of the United 
States. We can not remain in wealth 
and caff wliile half the wnrld is lying 
in ruins. The people of this country 
can not afford to be indifferent to 
these conditions, because they affect 
us very closely, even if we are not 
flirrotl by humanitarian motives. We 
mu?t do what wo can tft help them 
pet on their feet.

NE Christmas morning, Deri- 
chotto, a charming young girt,

Halt, In the snow. Gllllntt, seeing the

AMES BUCHANAN was tho last 


president to wrap hU neck In a 


atoclc, as Monroe wag tho lost to near 
knco-brccches—and he was the last 
of an era. 
An ago passed away as 


ho passed out of the White- House. 


After Buchanan's birth at a Penn- 


sylranla log cabin, his father, who 
was aa Irish Immigrant, prospered as 
a country storekeeper and was able 
to send his son to college. 
But ^ha 


college sent him back as a wild spirit 
that It could not tame. The pastor 
of the scandalized family begged and 
obtained a chance'for tho wayward 
youth, who Improved It so well that 
ho graduated first In his class. Never- 
theless, the Btlll unforgiving faculty 
denied him the honors of his rank. 


Tills would bo but. a dull story of 


law and [Millies were It not for a 
single tragic episode which cast a 
shadow over the whole after life of 
our bachelor president, the only presi- 
dent to die n bachelor. A young wom- 
an, to whom liuchanan was engaged 
in early manhood, a daughter of tho 
wealthiest family In tlic county, wrote 
Mm n letter of dismissal under tho 
spell of a jealousy which had been 
aroused by gossips. 
Pride on bolh

sides kept tho two apart until their 
separation was made Irrevocable by 
her sudden death—probably by sui- 
cide. In grief and horror, tho young 
lover wrote to the father of tho dead 
girl, begging tb,o privilege of looking 
upon her remains and of following 
them to the grave. But the letter was 
returned to bun unopened. 


Four and forty years passed, and 


Buchanan went to his grave without 
ever having taken any other woman 
to his hcnrt. 
When his executors 


opened the papers, which the aged 
ex-president had.left In a bank vault, 
they found among them n little pack- 
et of treasured love letters from his 
sweetheart of long ago. But In ac- 
cordance nllh the request written on 
the outside, those faded mementoes 
of his only love were burned without 
breaking the seal on them. 


Buchanan was by no means a crab- 


tied old bachelor. 
He remained al- 


ways most courteously attentive to 
women, though with a perfect Impar- 
tiality. 
Nor did he keep bachelor's 


hall. At \yhcatland, his country place 
near Lancaster, Pa., he brought np, 
from early childhood, 
the orphaned 


SOD of one of his sisters and the 
orphaned daughter of another, who 
became, as SIlss Harriet Lane, ona 
of the most admired mistresses of the 
White House. 


After Buchanan had risen to top 


rank at tho Pennsylvania bar, with a 
practice that brought him as much 
as $12.000 In a year, he entered poli- 
tics. Starting as a Federalist, he be- 
came a Democrat only at the death 
of the party of his first choice. He 
was elected to the legislature and to 
congress; was thrice elected to the 
senate; served as minister to Russia 
and Great Britain and was secretary 
of state In Polk's cabinet. 


For 20 years an unsuccessful can- 


didate for the presidential nomina- 
tion, the veteran politician had all 
but given up hope when at last It 
came to him unsought In. 3S50 on his 
return from a long absence as Ameri- 
can minister In London. 
As he ac- 


cepted It, he sighed that the honor had 
been denied him until he was too old 
to enjoy It, "when all the friends I 
loved nnd wanted to reward are dead 
and all tho enemies I hated and had 
marked for punishment are turned my 
friends."
